He wld the reason why chil- 


dren may not get much out of a book 
or essay that they study for half a 
year Is because they are occupied 
too long with the same material. 


This knowledge is used in teach- 


ing writing, for example, in the more 
progressive schools. Dr. Lewin said. 
Children are told to write words or 
sentences, instead of pages of one 
letter of the alphabet. 
This makes 


learning to write mean something 
and keeps boredom away. 
Parents 


should not force a child to repeat, 
especially when he 'starts to make 
mistakes, 'and they should remem- 
ber that a short rest from a task 
enables a child to begin the same 
activity with a new interest, Dr.
